| NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—Gov. 
| James M. Cox of Ohio addressed a 
|}crowd estimated at 200,000 assem- 
bled here today for the annual po- 
| lice games. 

Tt was his second address of the 
day, delivered after he had received 
an enthusiastic greeting as uproar- 
ious as that which met him at the 
station this morning, where crowds 
showered him with flowers. 

After being introduced by Gov. Al- 
‘fred E. Smith of New York, Gov. 
Cox took the platform. Although 
amplified by a mechanical device in- 
i: stalled over the rostrum, the Demo- 
cratic candidates’ voice could not be 
heard by a majority of the huge 
audience. 

Saying that he was as anxious as 
anyone to see the games, Gov. Cox 
cut his address short, dealing only 
with a few domestic and industrial 
problems and a brief plea for world 
peace through the League of Na- 
tions. 

He paid a tribute to the “splendid 
manhood” of the New York police- 
men, who, he said, were the “finest 
type of Americans.” 

In a short address Gov. Smith in- 


for President, who received an ova- 
tion when he stepped to the plat- 
form. 

Managers of the police exercises 
could find no way to keep off the 
stunting airplanes, which frequently 
flew 80 near that Gov. Cox had to 
pause until his voice could be heard 
above the roaring motors. 

Many in the audience, unable to 
hear the Governor, directed their at- 
tention to police contests inside the 
race track beyond the _ speakers’ 
stand, which they frequently ap- 
plauded. 

After the candidate concluded he 
took his place in the grandstand, 
showing keen interest in the police 
parade and exhibitions. 

His greeting this morning was 
unique in the annals of New York, 
and halted even the Saturday rush 
of traffic. Thousands gathered to 
greet him, 

Throngs in Rotunda. 

real reception, however, 
when Gov. Cox entered the 
rotunda. An aisle had been roped 
off across the tiled floor. He found 
not only the main floor but galler- 
fes and the grand staircase 
thronged with men and women. Ap- 
pearance of Gov. Cox’s party halt- 
ed even the rush of Saturday vaca- 
tionists. 

As the Presidential nominee 
reached the center of the hall, pro- 
longed cheering broke out, followed 
by cries for a speech. Then came 
a rain of flowers. 

Gov. Cox delivered two addresses 
in which he dealt with Republican 
campaign funds, the League of Na- 
tions, and Americanization. The 
first address was given at a lunch- 
eon at the National Democratic 
Club and the second at Police Field 
day at Gravesend. 

The Governor, declaring the Re- 
publican leadership “has simply 
gone mad,” spoke at the club be- 
fore several hundred prominent 
Democrats, both men and women. 

Referring to his charges that Re- 
publicans were conspiring to buy the 
presidency, and to information bear- 
ing on the subject of Republican 
campaign funds which he had made 
public, Gov. Cox said: 

“If it were not that the documents 
presented came from the very inside 
of Republican headquarters, then 
the country might look with some 
doubt on the whole thing, for the 
simple reason that it is difficult to 
believe that political generals can 
ever be so bold, brazen, or foolish. 
And yet the very thing that has just 
been exposed is simply a repetition 
6f the follies of the year. 

Oligarchy’s Strangle Hold. 

“When the senatorial oligarchy 
stood out in the way of peace, when 
it held the civilization of the world 
in a strangle hold at a time when aid 
should have been given to staggering 
nations just out of war, men looked 
at each other and asked the ques- 
tion: ‘How can such a thing be 
done even in the name of politics?’

may be found safe and practicable. 


He pledges himself, if elected 
President, to make an immediate ef- 
fort, with the advice of the ablest 
men of both political parties, to 
form such an association, either by 
putting teeth into The Hague court 
or by revising the covenant to pro- 
tect national aspirations. 

The declaration was madein a 
front-porch speech to a delegation 
of Indiana Republicans, covering in 
detail the Republican nominee's po- 
sition on the nation’s foreign rela- 
tions. The Senator replied directly 
to the arguments of his Democratic 
opponent, Gov. Cox, and declared the 
league issue has been squarely 
joined. 

“The Democratic nominee,” said 
the Senator, “has flatly said 
he is ‘in favor of going in on 
the basis announced by the Pres- 
ident.” I am not. That is the 
whole difference between us, but it 
is a most vital one because it in- 
volves the disparity between a world 
court of justice, supplemented by a 
world association for conference on 
the one hand and the council of the 
league on the other.” 

League Declared Failure. 

The league, the candidate declared,

But after “Chance” 
and “Lord Jim” it became more and 
more evident, as Mr. Conrad pro- 
ceeded to stretch himself fecundly 
over the five-foot shelf, that his vo- 
racity for details would soon engulf 
the vitals of his art and bring about | 
something of the nature of fatty de- | 
generation. The late William Marion 
Reedy, who was as free and bold and 
ample in his literary verdicts as he 
was in all his utterances, was of a 
similar opinion. When I asked him, 
in course of my last talk with him, 
what he thought of “The Rescue,” 
he answered, with sadness in his 
voice and revolt in his eye: “I have 
not read it. I shan’t read it. No, I 
can't go Conrad.”’ 

“The Rescue,” if I miscount not, 
is the twenty-third version of the one 
subject Conrad has ever treated; to 
which confining his art he has will- 
fully renounced a far broader artis- 
tic heritage, his great powers of in- 
vention and of portraiture. The 
question is, can the reader, in an in- 
stinctive appreciation of the author's 
versatile native ability, excuse him 
from its exercise and merge his nat- 
ural variety of interests in this 
writer's devastating preoccupation, 
namely, with the fortuosities of a 
morbid conscience specializing on a 
single personal issue?

“W HAT Mr. Beveridge has said about 
the alien and sedition act is precisely 
what most of us have thought and a 
great many of us have persistently said. I have 
said it until everbody around the store must 
have been bored. We needed to Rave someone 
like Mr. Beveridge say it in the authoritative 
and comprehensive manner in which he ad- 
dressed the American Bar Association. 

“We have made a dreadful mistake in this 
matter, and the explanation of it is not easy. 
Perhaps the best explanation is that we lost our 
heads, exactly as Mr. Beveridge says the Brit- 
ish lost their heads during the French Revolu- 
tion. A frenzy seizes us when we contemplate 
the possibilities of an economic turnover, and 
in that panic we outdo even the Gevernment of 
the Czar. 

“The soapbox is the safety valve of democ- 
racy. How Congress could have jerked it from 
under our feet the way it did is mystifying. I 
have thought it chiefly due to the pressure 
upon Congressmen at Washington. Certainly 
it has never been a pressure from home. No 
end of Congressmen, without any expression 
from their home constituencies, voted for the 
alien and sedition act. The truth is that capital- 
ism, always strongly organized, brought its in- 
fluence to bear upon Congress to a degree which 
almost none of us has realized. Nothing since 
the French Revolution has frightened capital- 
ism as Bolshevism frightened it. It was itself 
in a state of panic. 

“The consideration we have before us is what 
we are going to do about it. We must have the 
soapbox back. It is, as Mr. Beveridge says, in- 
dispensable to our theory of government, under 
which a free press and free speech are sought 
to be guaranteed. Whether they are to be guar- 
anteed or not depends upon how much common 
sense we can muster whenever they are threat- 
ened. We need that commen sense now. If 
we have it the alien and sedition act will be re- 
pealed. There will be a how! if we do it: but 
democracy is our concern, and nothing else, 

“We owe Mr. Beveridge what any people owe 
to wisdom and warning when they find them- 
selves going the way they should not. We have 
lost our way. Unfortunately it is not marked 
for us as automobile clubs mark the country 
roads. There are no red and blue and yellow 
bands to keep us aright. We only know we are 
lost when we find ourselves in unfamiliar places, 
and we have to go back.”
